ASKED TO PARTICIPATE. RES 11573 WOULD ALSO URGE PARTIES 
CONCERNED TO ACT WITH UTMOST RESTRAINT AND TO CONTINUE AND 
ACCELERATE DETERMINED COOPERATIVE EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE SC 
OBJECTIVES, AND APPEAL TO PARTIES CONCERNED TO COOPERATE 
WITH UNFICPY ; IT EXTENDS MANDATE "IN EXPECTATION THAT BY 
(JUNE 15), SUFFICIENT PROGRESS TOWARD FINAL SOLUTION WILL MAKE 
POSSIBLE WITHDRAWAL OR SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTION OF FORCE." 

TURKISH REP OLCAY ASKED SYG, THROUGH PRES, WHO WERE PARTIES 
CONCERNED REFERRED TO IN PARA 81 OF SYG'S REPORT AS HAVING 
BEEN CONSULTED REGARDING EXTENSION OF UNFICYP S MANDATE. 

SYG WALDHEIM STATED THAT, THROUGH HIS SPECIAL REP, HE 
HAD CONSULTED THE THEN ACTING PRES 

OF CYPRUS, CLERIDES, AND VICE PRES DENKTASH, AND ALSO GOVTS 
OF GREECE AND TURKEY. 

ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) CALLED FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF SC RESES, 
DESCRIBED INVASION AND CONTINUED OCCUPATION OF CYPRUS, 

CLAIMED 200,000 PERSONS DISPLACED, AND ASKED IF NEGOTIATIONS 
COULD BE CARRIED ON IN PRESENCE OF FOREIGN INVADER. HE ALSO 
RESPONDED TO QUESTION FROM OLCAY (TURKEY) AS TO WHO WERE 
PARTIES CONCERNED REFERRED TO AS HAVING BEEN CONSULTED, THAT 
ONLY AGREEMENT OF GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS WAS NECESSARY FOR 
CONTINUATION OF UNFICYP MANDATE. 

OLCAY SAID TURKEY COULD NOT ACCEPT RES BECAUSE IT 
OVERLOOKED "REALITIES", REFERRING TO "AN ENTITY... WHICH WE 
CONSIDER NON-EXISTENT.. .THE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS." OBJECTING 
TO ROSSIDES AS REP OF ENTIRE CYPRUS, OLCAY SAID CYPRIOT "GOVT" 
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CONSISTED OF LEADERS OF TURKISH CYPRIOT AND GREEK CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITIES; ONLY SOLUTION WAS REGIONAL FEDERAL GOVT. OLCAY, 
AFTER CALLING LETTER OF 6 DEC 1974 DESCRIBING CONDITIONS IN 
CYRPUS "HATRED, LIES AND OBSCENITIES", SAID NEGOTIATORS OF 
GREEK CYPRIOT COMMUNITY, ARCHBISHOP MAKARISO, AND ROSSIDES ALL 
EXPRESSED DIFFERENT VIEWS. 

CARRAYANNIS (GREECE) SAID "MOST STAGGERING" ASPECT OF SYG'S 
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REPORT WAS COMPARISON BETWEEN OCCUPIED NORTH AND FREE SOUTH...'' 
SINCESTART OF TURKISH INTERVENTIONS UNFICYP HAS. ..BEEN 
RESTRICTED IN ITS FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT IN AREAS CONTROLLED 
BY TURKISH FORCES AND IN SEVERAL CASES TURKISH MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES HAVE DEMANDED REMOVAL OF UNFICYP OBSERVATION 
POSTS AND CAMPS...." AND REGRETTED THAT TURKISH REP HAD BEEN 
HORRIFIED BY ROSSIDES 1 LETTER NOT BY ACTS OF TURKISH SOLIDERS 
DESCRIBED. 

CELIK SAID SO-CALLED GOVT OF CYPUS DID NOT REPRESENT TURKISH 
CYPRIOT COMMUNITY. AND CALLED FOR BI-REGIONAL FEDERATION, BUT 
EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR EXTENSION OF UNFICYP MANDATE. 

HE SAID TURKISH CYPRIOTS WERE NOT BOUND BY RES MENTIONING 
GOVT OF CYPRUS, AND ADDED THAT WITHOUT TURK CYPRIOT COMMUNITY, 
GREEK CYPRIOTS WOULD HAVE DESTROYED CYPRIOT INDEPENDENCE 
AND UNITED WITH GREECE. CELIK ALSO REPLIED TO COMMENTS FROM 
ROSSIDES TO EFFECT THAT TURKISH STAMPS AND MONEY WERE IN USE 
IN OCCUPIED AREA, THAT GREEK CYPRIOT ADMINISTRATION HAD DENIED 
BANKING AND POSTAL FACILITIES TO TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY, 
NECESSITATING USE OF TURKISH CURRENCY. 

MALIK (USSR), SUPPORTED BY BYELORUSSIAN REP, SAID FATE OF 
CYPRUS WOULD BE LEFT TO ARBITRARY BEHIND-THE-SCENES ACTION BY 
NATO POWERS IF REPRESENTATIVE INTL CONFERENCE WERE 
NOT CONVENED ON CYPRUS, ADDING THAT CERTAIN POWERS TRIED 
TO BYPASS UN AGAINST VITAL INTERESTS OF CYPRIOT PEOPLE. 

MALIK NOTED THAT IN COMMUNIQUES RESULTING FROM RECENT BREZHNEV- 
FROD AND BREZHNEV-GISCARD D ESTAING TALKS ALL SUPPORTED 
INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF CYPRUS, 
AND AGREED SETTLEMENT MUST BE BASED ON IMPLEMENTATION OF UN 
RESES. SOVIET AND BYELORUSSIANS BOTH AGREED TO EXTENSION OF 
UNFICYP IN PART BECAUSE VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS FINANCE 
IT. 
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DE GUIRINGAUD (FRANCE) EXPRESSED "SURPRISE" AT TURKISH 
AND TURKISH CYPRIOT STATEMENTS REFUSING TO BE BOUND BY SC 
RES. AUSTRIAN REP EXPRESSED CONCERN FOR REFUGEES AND 
GROWING DEFICIT IN UNFICYP FUNDS. PRC REP SAID HIS DEL HAD 
SUPPORTED SC RES 1 1574 WITH UNDERSTANDING THAT IT SHOULD 
NOT BE CONSTRUED AS PRETEXT FOR SUPERPOWERS TO INTERFERE; 
CHINA'S VIEWS OF "DISPATCH OF UN FORCES" WERE WELL KNOWN

RICHARD (UK) SAID TURKISH AND TURKISH CYPRIOT STATEMENTS

COMMITMENT TO UNFICYP AS ITS IMPORTANCE OUTWEIGHED URGENT 
NEED FOR HMG TO ECONOMIZE IN DEFENSE SPENDING. 
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NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT, THROUGH FREE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
PARTIES CONCERNED. COSTA RICAN, CAMEROONIAN, PERUVIAN, 

INDONESIAN MAURETANIAN, IRAQI AND KENYAN REPS ALSO EXPRESSED 
SUPPORT FOR NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
AND INDEPENDENCE OF UNITARY CYPRUS. INDONESIAN AND IRAQI REPS 
SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED PRESERVATION OF CYPRUS AS NON-ALIGNED 
POWER. KENYA REP (KITI) CALLED ON TURKISH AUTHORITIES TO 
ASSIST DISPLACED PERSONS IN RETURNING TO THEIR HOMES, 

EXPRESSING HOPE THAT INTL COMMUNITY HAD LEARNED LESSON FROM

ON ISLAND, KENYAN REP WARNED SC OF FOLLY OF ALLOWING TURKISH 
QUTHORITIES TO USE PRESENT TACTICAL ADVANTAGE TO DICTATE 
SOLUTION. SC PRES MCINTYRE, SPEAKING AS AUSTRALIAN REP, 

SAW GOOD PROSPECTS FOR SETTLEMENT IF CLERIDES-DENKTASH 
MEETINGS ON HUMANITARIAN MATTERS CAN DEVELOP INTO TALKS 
ON "POLITICAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL PROBLEMS." 

ROSSIDES LENGTHY RIGHT OF REPLY STATEMENT CRITICIZED PRESENCE 
OF CRT. IK AS REP OF TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY, AND WENT INTO 
GREAT DETAIL ABOUT CAUSES OF TURKISH-CYPRIOT DISCONTENT— 
PRIMARILY SEGREGATION FROM GREEK COMMUNITY FOMENTED BY LEADERS

TAKE PRACTICAL STEPS TO REDUCE ARMS, AND TO REAFFIRM

STATES. REPS OF ROMANIA, PDR YEMEN, BYELORUSSIA, SPAIN, 
AFGHANISTAN.
